Traffic Court records, Detroit, show that subject, 
born 1/14/14, Negro, 165 pounds, 5'8", during the period 
3/24/57 to 1/13/64, received 18 traffic Citations, primarily 

— a parking nature. The records of the Identification 
Bureau, Detroit Police Department, disclosed that DUDLEY F, 
RANDALL, Detroit Police Department #67013, was arrested 
5/16/42 on a charge of murder. This individual, at the time 
of his arrest, was degribed as 28 years dd, 5183 u, 148 pounds,

RANDALL recalled that during the tour his group en- 
gaged in discussions with several Soviet groups and invariably 
the discussion centered around the United States involvement 
in Vietnam and the civil rights situation in the United States, 
He stated during those discussions it was obvious that the 
Soviet's position concerning Vietnam is that the United States 
is the aggressor in Vietnam and its involvement is contrary 
to the Geneva Agreement. RANDALL said that since he was not 
familiar with the Geneva Agreement, he did not take part in 
the discussion, He stated on the question of civil rights 
in the United States he voiced his opinion that the gains 
achieved in the United States by the Negro were due primarily 
to the efforts and initiative of the Negroes themselves and 
not to any legislation which has been passed in that area,
